In 1903 the area returned under grass was 10,597,721 acres ; 
in 1904 the amount returned is 10,581,595 acres, being a decrease 
of 16,126 acres; the area returned as fallow in 1903 was 
9,722 acres, and in 1904, 10,388 acres; the area under woods 
and plantations was 304,052 acres in 1903, and 303,144 acres in 
1904 ; and the area returned under “ Turf Bog, Marsh, Barren 
Mountain Land, &c.,” was 4,804,252 acres in 1903, and 4,822,765 
acres in 1904, being an increase of 18,513 acres ; of the area 
thus returned in 1904, 1,154,787 acres have been entered by the 
enumerators as turf bog, 420,168 aeres as marsh, and 2,207,639 
acres as barren mountain land. 

Total Area under Crops. 

Cereal Crops, Compared with 1 903 there appearsa decrease 
of 6,368 acres in the area under wheat ; a decrease of 18,672 
acres under oats ; a decrease of 1,210 acres under barley ; a 
decrease of 18 acres under bere; a decrease of 637 aeres 
under l'ye ; a decrease of 191 acres under beans ; and a decrease 
ot 106 acres under pease ; showing a total decrease of 27,202 
acres in the area under cereal crops. 

Green Crops. — The area under potatoes has decreased by 
1,933 acres; that under turnips by 1,808 acres; mangel wurzel 
by 239 acres ; carrots by 27 acres ; parsnips by 179 acres ; 
cabbage by 4,893 acres; rape by 299 acres, and “other green 
crops ” by 225 acres ; beet root increased by 6 acres ; and 
vetches by 98 acres, leaving a net decrease of 9,499 acres in 
the area under green crops. 

Flax.— The area under flax in 1903 was 44,685 acres- 
the area returned under this crop in 1904 is 44,292 acres’ 
being a decrease of 393 acres, or 0'9 per cent. 

In the returns the area under meadow and clover is shown as 
the area “For Hay only,” subdivided under the headings “ Clover, 
sainfoin, and grasses under rotation” and “ Permanent pasture, 
or grass not broken up in rotation." The area for hay under 
"Clover, &c,” in 1903, was 627,259 acres: this year it is 631,509 
acres, being an increase of 4,250 acres. The area for hay on per- 
manent pasture in 1903 was 1,596,906 acres, and in 1904 it is 
1,627,605 acres, showing an increase of 30,699 acres. There is, 
therefore, an increase of 34,949 aeres in the total area under 
meadow and clover.
